_ _ Additionally, the Legislature appropriates funds for subsidy ad- 
justments (1) for unusual enrollment increases or decreases within 
units, (2) to compensate for high costs associated with geographic 
isolation, and (8) to ensure that small administrative units have suf- 
ficient funds to operate current programs. 

: The Legislature also appropriates funds to guarantee each school 
unif a maximum return of $115 per pupil when an optional 2 mills are 
voted by local school units.
